Pine Valley 
going up 
for auction 

Court rules in favor 
of bank in foreclosure suit

Hardin Circuit Court has ruled in favor 
of South Central Bank in a foreclosure suit 
against Pine Valley Country Club Inc. and 
die properties soon will be up for public 
bid. 

Hardin Circuit Judge Ken Howard 
mled South Central Bank is owed more 
than $2,2 million on three notes Pine 
Valley Country Club luc. took out with the 
bank, Howard ordered the properties sold 
together at a master commissioner's sale, 
scheduled for 10 a,m> April 19 at the 
Hardin County Justice Center in Eliza¬ 
bethtown. 

The highest bidder must pay in cash or 
provide a 10 percent deposit of the pur¬ 
chase price with the balance to be paid 
within 30 days, according to a notice of 
sale* 

South Central Bank of Hardin County 
renewed its foreclosure suit against Pine 
Valley Country Club Inc, in October in an 
effort to collect money it argues it is owed. 
The suit describes two default loans taken 
out by Pine Valley in 2002 and a third loan 
in 2003 by Club Pro Products. 

The case dates to 2009 but stalled when 
Pine Valley Country Club filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy in February 2010. The 
bankruptcy case was dismissed in April 
201L 

The court ruled South Central Bank is 
owed $920,709.38 plus interest on the first 
note, $922,984.37 plus interest on the sec- 
ond note and $382,863,68 plus interest on 
the third note. 

Howard issued a hen on the property on 
behalf of South Central Bank, which is su 
perior to any other liens or ^encum¬ 
brances” against the property unless there 
are city, state, county or school taxes owed 
by the property owners; easements, restric¬ 
tions and covenants of record; assessments 
of public improvements on the property; 
or any other facts an inspection or w accu¬ 
rate survey* of the property may reveal. 

The court also ruled the property won't 
be divided because it eould damage its val¬ 
ue to South Central Bank. 

In a reply by South Central Bank sup¬ 
porting renewal of foreclosure, the bank 
said Pine Valley’s counsel, Douglas E. 
Miller, appeared at an Oct. 18 hearing but

Michigan man accused of 
rape to appear in court 


Dunnivant arrived 
in Kentucky just 
before being arrested

A move-in sex offender faring 
rape and incest charges in Hardin 
Comity is scheduled to appeal in 
court Tuesday to 
enter a plea. 

Kentucky State 
Police arrested Da¬ 
vid B. Dunnivant, 

46 t last August af¬ 
ter Post 4 in Eliza¬ 
bethtown received 
a phone call from 
Hardin Memorial 
Hospital, police 
said* The hospital reported treating 
a patient who claimed she was 
raped. 

From Michigan, Dunnivant was 
initially charged with first-degree 
rape, incest and possession of mar¬ 


ijuana. The alleged victim in the 
case is an adult female relative. 

When he was indicted in Octo¬ 
ber, an additional charge of tam¬ 
pering with a witness was added 
for an incident that occurred be¬ 
tween Sept. 3 and Sept. 14. 

The indictment alleges, “(The) 
defendant committed the offense 
of tampering with a witness when 
knowing {the alleged victim) may 
be called as a witness in an official 
proceeding he induced or attempt¬ 
ed to induce (the alleged victim) 
not to appear as a witness in the 
pending case.” 

Since his Aug, 18 arrest, Dunni 
vant has been lodged at Hardin 
County Detention Center in lieu of 
a $100,000 cash or double proper- 
ty bond. 

Court records indicate he is 
considered a danger to others be¬ 
cause of the nature of the offense 
and his recent parole for a prior of¬ 
fense in Michigan. 

According to the judicial release 
decision, Dunnivant was released 
on parol e June 11* The alleged en- 
counter occurred Aug. 17. 


The police citation states Dun¬ 
nivant had arrived in Kentucky “in 
the past month and has not estab¬ 
lished a permanent residence." 

Dunnivant is a lifetime regis¬ 
tered offender, according to the 
Sex Offender Registry. He previ¬ 
ously was convicted of second-de¬ 
gree criminal sexual conduct 

According to Michigan penal 
coda, someone is guilty of this of¬ 
fense when he or she engages in 
sexual conduct with a person 
younger than 13. Dunnivanfs vic¬ 
tim was 11 years old, according to 
the registry. 

The Hardin Circuit Court dock¬ 
et has Dunnivant scheduled to en¬ 
ter a plea Tuesday He will appear 
in Judge Ken Howard's court¬ 
room. 

First-degree rape is a Class B 
felony, punishable by 10 to 20 
years in prison if found gniliy. The 
incest and tampering charges are 
Class C and D felonies respective- 
ly.

Military says 
Kentucky soldier 
dies in Afghanistan 

The Department of De¬ 
fense says a 2 0-year-old sol¬ 
dier from Kentucky has 
died in Afghanistan. 

According to a news re¬ 
lease Saturday, Spc. David 
W. Taylor of Dixon died 
Thursday in Kandahar 
province. The military did 
not say how Taylor died. 

Taylor was assigned to 
the 2nd Battalion, 5G8lh 
Parachute Infantry Regi¬ 
ment, 4 th Brigade Combat 
Team, 82nd Airborne Divi¬ 
sion at Fort Bragg, N.C.

Attorney General Jack 
Conway has obtained a 
consent judgment against a 
Nicholas ville automotive 
company tor violating the 
Kentucky Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Act, 

The judgment is against 
MAC Auto, doing business 
as Chrysler on NichoksviDe 
and operating as Nissan on 
Nicholas ville, after Con¬ 
way’s office received com¬ 
plaints that the company 
had violated some terms of 
a previous compliance 
agreement. 

The violations included 
misrepresenting financing 
terms, disposing of trade-in 
vehicles before financing 
was finalized and failing to 
pay trade-in balance and 
transfer titles of purchased 
vehicles in a timely manner. 

MAC is ordered to pay 
$15,000 in civil penalties 
under the judgment entered 
in Franklin Circuit Court. 

Pay for university 
presidents on rise 

The pay for public uni¬ 
versity presidents in Ken¬ 
tucky has increased more in 
recent years than that of fac¬ 
ulty. 

A report from l he Legis¬ 
lative Research Commis¬ 
sion shows salary increases 
for university presidents 
ranged between 5 percent 
and 34 percent from 2006 
to 2010. The Southern Re¬ 
gional Education Board 
said the average faculty pay 
in the slate increased by 17 
percent in the same time. 

Meanwhile, schools tire 
grappling with millions in 
state funding cuts that have 
meant higher tuition and 
die loss of some programs.

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New tornado warnings 
are aimed to scare

KANSAS CITY, 

Mo, - Even expert storm 
chasers would nave strug¬ 
gled to decipher the dif¬ 
ference between the tor¬ 
nado warnings sent last 
May before severe weath¬ 
er hit Joplin and, a few 
days later, headed toward 
downtown Kansas City. 

The first tornado was a 
massive EF-5 twister that 
killed 161 people as it 
wiped out a huge chunk 
of the Missouri commu¬ 
nity. The second storm 
caused minor damage 
when two weak toma¬ 
ns struck in the 
"ity suburbs. 

In both cases, the 
warnings were harbin¬ 
gers of touchdowns. 

But three out of every 
four times the Na¬ 
tional Weather Ser¬ 
vice issues a tornado 
warning, there isn’t 
one. The result is a 
“cry' wolP phenome 
non that T s dulled the 
effectiveness of torna¬ 
do warnings, and one 
the weather service 
hopes to solve. 

Starting Monday, 
five weather service 


offices in Kansas and 
Missouri will use words 
such as “mass devasta¬ 
tion” “umumvable” and 
^catastrophic” in a new 
warning based on severi¬ 
ty' of a storm's expected 
impact The goal is to 
more effectively commu¬ 
nicate dangers of ap¬ 
proaching storms so peo¬ 
ple understand the risks. 

“We’d like to think 
dial as soon as we say 
there is a tornado warn¬ 
ing, everyone would run 
to the basement,” said 
Ken Harding* a weather 
service official. “That’s 


not how it is. They will 
channel flip, look out the 
window or call neigh¬ 
bors. A lot of times peo¬ 
ple don't react until they 
see it” 

The system being test¬ 
ed will create two tiers of 
warnings for thunder¬ 
storms and three tiers for 
tornadoes, each based on 
severity. A research team 
in North Carolina will an- 
alyze the results of the ex 
penment and help the 
weather service decide 
whether to expand the 
new r warnings to other 
parts of the country.

In announcing the selection 
of Sarah Vaughn for the new po¬ 
sition of events coordinator for 
Elizabethtown city government, 
Mayor Tim Walker said it’s es¬ 
sential that she “hits the ground 
running.” 

That statement should be 
nominated as the understate¬ 
ment of the year. 

In July, the city hopes to 
stage a new event honoring 
Independence Day and Eliza¬ 
bethtown’s Founders Day. On 
the last weekend of the month, 
she’s also looking at the third 
annual Cruisin’ the Heartland 
car show, which is a proven suc¬ 
cess but quite a logistical chal¬ 
lenge. 

Another looming decision is 
the fate of this year’s Heartland 
Festival. Freeman Fake Park has 
been reserved for the traditional 
late August date but all the other 
myriad planning details need 
immediate attention. 

And when Vaughn was intro¬ 
duced formally Monday to the 
Elizabethtown City Council, 
there were good-natured “hints” 
that members were looking for¬ 
ward to handing off the summer 
concert to the newest employee. 

Summer always is going to be 
hectic in this role. The challenge 
is immense for a brand new em¬ 
ployee jumping into a brand- 
new job trying to stage new 
events and take control of exist¬ 
ing ones. 

The message to the commu¬ 
nity: Help. 

Volunteers will continue to be 
essential. The fact that these ac¬ 
tivities now become functions of 
city government does not mean 
all the functions will be man¬ 
aged by paid staff nor can city 
taxpayers afford for them to be. 

City government always has 
been involved with events of 
this type, from trash collection 
to police security. The function¬ 
ality and processes essentially 
are unchanged and that means 
volunteer investments remain 
critical. 

Supporting the events equals 
supporting the community. 

Sarah Vaughn deserves a 
fighting chance. Her track 
record with the Via Colori street 
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festival demonstrates her ability 
to plan and organize a complex 
yet fun community event. She 
brings a fresh outlook, a spirit of 
excitement and devotion plus a 
demonstrated work ethic. 

“My job is part of my life. It’s 
not just a job,” said Vaughn, 
who formally started work Wed¬ 
nesday. “Now with the city, it 
will be even more so.” 

Some individuals and groups 
expressed support for Rik 
Hawkins, the former chamber 
director credited with starting 
Cruisin’ and conducting an im¬ 
pactful Heartland Festival 
around the theme of a Vietnam 
veterans homecoming. 

Here’s hoping Hawkins will 
continue to demonstrate his pro¬ 
fessionalism and skill by stand¬ 
ing in the forefront of the volun¬ 
teer troupe. 

There’s no reason to think 
otherwise. When discussing his 
disappointment in not being se¬ 
lected as events coordinator, 
Hawkins said the right things: 

“I have a strong desire to see 
all of these events succeed and 
new ones created.” 

Now he can demonstrate his 
sincerity. 

Vaughn has confidence in 
him. 

“Rik’s a fantastic man and so 
great to work with,” she said. 
“He’s a huge supporter of the 
community and I know he’ll 
play the same role that he al¬ 
ways has.” 

It promises to be a very fun 
summer.

Even the rich have parking problems 


Mitt Romney, who is worth 
between $190 million and 
$250 million, has problems re¬ 
lating to the common man. 

He keeps dropping remarks 
that show he is not quite in 
tune with the proletariat, not 
marching in step with the 
horny-handed sons of toil to 
rousing choruses of “Solidarity 
Forever.” 

However, unlike his prede¬ 
cessor as Republican frontrun¬ 
ner and ultimate nominee, 

John McCain, who had no idea 
how many homes he owned (to 
be fair most of them belonged 
to his wealthy wife), Romney 
knows exactly how many he 
has - three. 

A townhome in the tony 
Boston suburb of Belmont; a 
$ 12 million vacation com¬ 
pound at Fake Winnipesaukee, 
N.H. (try it; it’s fun to say); and 
a $ 10 million beachfront place 
in Fa Jolla, Calif. 

The large Romney clan has 
apparently outgrown the $ 10 
million getaway cottage, de¬ 


scribed by Politico as “compar¬ 
atively modest” but in Fa Jolla 
“comparatively modest” has a 
different meaning than it does 
for most people. 

Nonetheless, candidate 
Romney wants to add a second 
floor and a 3,600 square foot 
basement, quadrupling the size 
of the house. 

If he wants to be in that 
house in his lifetime, he’d bet¬ 
ter get elected president. He’ll 
need the clout to get through 
California’s labyrinthine bu¬ 
reaucracy. He must get both 
coastal development and site 
development permits and then 
the detailed plans must receive 
municipal approval. The time¬ 
line, a local development offi¬ 
cial told Politico, could stretch 
for years. 

Romney has even retained a 
lobbyist for his project. No one 
out there seems to find this at 
all strange for a single-family 
house. 

But even the wealthy 
Romney has run into a prob¬ 


lem he shares with many 
plebian homeowners — more 
cars than he has garage space 
for. Remember, Ann Romney 
drives two Cadillacs, just as 
many of us drive two of some¬ 
thing or other. 

Romney hit on a solution 
that many homeowners with 
jammed carports wish they had 
thought of: a car lift, an eleva¬ 
tor to hoist the cars between 
floors. 

Herbert Hoover, an earlier 
Republican candidate who suc¬ 
cessfully sought the party’s 
nomination, ran on the slogan: 
“A chicken in every pot and a 
car in every garage.” 

Romney is pledged to take 
away our government health¬ 
care and cut the taxes of his fel¬ 
low millionaires. The least he 
could do is promise a car - 
and a car lift - in every garage. 
We’ll take care of the chicken 
part ourselves.

We haven’t heard the last 
of jail-baptism conflict 


I t can be dangerous to dis¬ 
cuss religious beliefs. It’s 
even more dangerous to 
discuss someone else’s religious 
beliefs. 

But to fully appreciate the 
jailhouse issue raised last week 
before Hardin Fiscal Court, it’s 
essential to begin by seeking to 
understand. 

To review, the Elizabeth¬ 
town Church of Christ made a 
presentation during the infor¬ 
mational portion of Tuesday’s 
public meeting. The church is 
one of several local congrega¬ 
tions offering religious instruc¬ 
tion, ministry and prayer at the 
Hardin County Detention 
Center. 

Church members want the 
opportunity to baptize inmates 
wishing to do so. As a matter of 
policy, that practice is not al¬ 
lowed. Several practices offered 
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in a variety of faith traditions 
also are prohibited. The list 
ranges from personal mutila¬ 
tion and nudity to use of Ros¬ 
ary beads and prayer cloths. 

While polite and measured 
in their remarks, the Church of 
Christ presentation also was di¬ 
rect and forceful. 

It’s quite clear members 
plan to stand their ground. 
Based on their beliefs, no other 
option is possible. 

Historically, the Church of 
Christ has been known as a 
people of the Book. It’s a capi¬ 
tal B because their book, of 


course, is the Bible. It is the 
sole rule and authority. 

Based on a precise interpre¬ 
tation and understanding of 
New Testament instruction and 
practice, the Church of Christ 
teaches that baptism is essential 
in the salvation experience. 

While it might be seen in 
some Christian traditions as an 
ordinance, sacrament or “out¬ 
ward sign of an inward faith,” 
the Church of Christ professes 
and teaches that baptism is a 
vital component of coming into 
a right relationship with God. 

It’s not a nicety, a recom¬ 
mendation or an option. 
Baptism is a mandate. 

It is no less important than 
belief, repentance or confes¬ 
sion. Denying baptism could 
be equated to sentencing a pris- 
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In defense of‘playing politics’ 


A common insult 

aimed at someone 
trying to accom¬ 
plish something in the 
public realm these days is 
to say: “He’s playing poli¬ 
tics with the issue.” And if 
you want to disparage a 
policy decision? “It was 
political.” Or dismiss an 
action as barely worth dis¬ 
cussing? “Oh, that’s just 
politics.” 

Bashing politics and 
politicians may be Ameri¬ 
ca’s favorite indoor sport — 
right up there with bashing 
Congress. So here’s my 
question: How do you re¬ 
solve issues in this country 
without politics? 

The answer is, you 
can’t. On any major public 
policy issue and a good 
percentage of minor ones, 
there is more than one 
viewpoint and a plethora 
of different interests in¬ 
volved. Climate change, 
the budget, war and peace, 



abortion, taxes, transporta¬ 
tion spending, deep-sea oil 
drilling, you name it, it’s 
riddled with politics. So 
how do you resolve these 
issues when they come to 
the fore? We have just one 
way: our political process. 
It’s how we as a nation 
battle over ideas, make de¬ 
cisions and search for 
remedies to the problems 
that confront us. 

So when we demonize 
politics — when we dispar¬ 
age compromise, ridicule 
policy makers searching 
for common ground, criti¬ 
cize legislators who give 
way on one front so they 
can make progress on 
something they care about 


even more - we drive 
Americans away from the 
only reliable means of set¬ 
tling issues that we have. 
We alienate them from our 
democracy. 

I understand that the 
process can be discourag¬ 
ing. Issues we care about 
get sidelined because 
someone in power feels 
the need to grandstand or 
impose his or her own 
agenda. People make 
promises they either can’t 
keep or never intended to 
keep. Each side exagger¬ 
ates the other’s faults and 
misrepresents the facts to 
favor their own position. 
Negotiations over this or 
that bill can take months - 
years, even - as everyone 
jockeys for position. 

Politics can be messy and 
unsightly. 

And all this, of course, 
gets thrown into even 
sharper relief by the me¬ 
dia, which has a habit of 


focusing more on the poli¬ 
tics of any given issue — es¬ 
pecially if it’s in Congress 
— than on the substance. It 
may be that it’s easier to 
say that the fight over a tax 
cut is just political than it is 
to explain the substance of 
the issue, but that hardly 
serves citizens who are try¬ 
ing to understand it. 

For the truth is, “poli¬ 
tics” often reflects sincere 
disagreement. Each side 
genuinely believes that the 
country will benefit from 
its position. Or that a bill 
could be made even better 
by adding this provision or 
taking that one out. In fact, 
politics puts a premium on 
resourcefulness and the 
ability to read and under¬ 
stand the opposing side - 
because it demands that if 
you’re going to forge 
agreement, you know how 
to accommodate a range 
of different interests. 

When I served in 


Congress, I ran across peo¬ 
ple every so often who had 
simply given up on the po¬ 
litical system. 

“It’s nothing but poli¬ 
tics,” they’d say in disgust, 
“and I want nothing to do 
with it!” What invariably 
struck me at that moment 
was that we’d been talking 
about some issue - taxes, 
maybe, or farm subsidies 
or social-welfare spending 
- that actually affected 
them and their lives. 

By giving up, they’d giv¬ 
en up on trying to reach a 
resolution. 

And that’s the danger of 
turning away from politics. 
The more people who do, 
the more we’ll be run by 
the people who’ve chosen 
to stay in the game - and 
who don’t necessarily see 
the point of keeping in 
mind the interests of those 
who aren’t engaged. 

Besides, what’s the alter¬ 
native to politics? It’s how 


we make decisions. We 
don’t do it by charging 
some high-powered com¬ 
mittee to impose its will on 
the rest of us, and we cer¬ 
tainly don’t do it by dicta¬ 
torship. We do it by recog¬ 
nizing that in a pluralistic 
society there will be many 
voices, and by respecting 
the process by which they 
come together and ham¬ 
mer out their disagree¬ 
ments. 

I don’t expect Ameri¬ 
cans to quit saying, “Oh, 
it’s just politics.” But I do 
hope that underneath, 
they’ll understand that of 
course it’s politics. That’s 
how we settle our differ¬ 
ences. And every 
American who opts out 
makes the system just a lit¬ 
tle less representative.

County Attorney Jenny 
Oldham has researched 
the matter. Jailer Danny 
Allen explained the posi¬ 
tion appropriately and po¬ 
litely. Fiscal Court listened 
quietly and because the 
jailer is an independently 
elected office, it actually 
has little if any influence 
over policy matters. 

But don’t expect the is¬ 
sue to go away. 

If I understand their be¬ 


liefs and their level of re¬ 
solve, the Church of 
Christ members cannot 
walk away.

Incentives 
aim to lure 
Amazon to 
Winchester

The Kentucky Economic 
Development Finance Au¬ 
thority approved a propos¬ 
al Thursday that would give 
$10.25 million in Kentucky 
business incentives to a sub¬ 
sidiary of Amazon.com, 
should it choose to open a 
$2 0-million customer sup¬ 
port center in Winchester. 

To receive the full tax 
credit from the state, the 
company, AMZN.wacs Inc, 
would have to create 550 
full-time jobs and 600 part- 
time and seasonal jobs, said 
Todd Denham, executive 
director of the Winchester- 
Clark County Industrial 
Authority. The jobs would 
have an average hourly pay 
of $20.33 with benefits. 

The 70,000-square-foot 
center, Denham said, 
would be built on a seven- 
acre site to be determined. 

The agency also ap¬ 
proved a $250,000 eco¬ 
nomic development grant 
agreement for the project. 
That money also would be 
issued to AMZN from the 
state should it choose to lo¬ 
cate in Winchester.

In press releases and ads, colleges 
love boasting they’re “military 
friendly” and “veterans friendly” — 
and that isn’t just because veterans 
are usually good students and cam¬ 
pus leaders. 

It’s also because the newly ex¬ 
panded Post 9/11 G.I. Bill will pay 
colleges of all types around $9 bil¬ 
lion this year to educate nearly 
600,000 veterans, and virtually 
every school wants to expand its 
slice of that pie. 

But some schools touting their 
spots on proliferating lists of “mili¬ 
tary friendly” colleges found in mag¬ 
azine guides and websites have few 
of the attributes educators common¬ 
ly associate with the claim, such as 
accepting military credits or having 
a veterans organization on campus. 
Many are for-profit schools with low 
graduation rates. 

The designations appear on rank¬ 
ings whose rigor varies but whose 
methods are under fire. Often, 
they’re also selling ads to the col¬ 
leges. Some websites help connect 
military and veteran students with 
degree programs that may match 
their interests, but don’t disclose 
they are lead aggregators paid by 
the institutions - often for-profit col¬ 
leges — whose programs they high- 
light. 

“They’re not real rankings,” said 
Tom Tarantino, a veteran who is 
deputy policy director of the advo¬ 
cacy group Iraq and Afghanistan 
Veterans of America. “What they 
are is advertisement catalogues.” 


Labeling them “a huge problem,” he 
called for standards to be estab¬ 
lished for proper use of the term 
“military friendly” schools. 

There are signs something like 
that may happen. But as with the 
U.S. News & World Report college 
rankings, demand for signaling de¬ 
vices to help consumers shortcut 
complicated choices could make 
such lists tough to dislodge. Many 
experts say the lists are symptoms of 
a wider problem: Service members 
aren’t getting the advice they need 
to make sound decisions on using 
the substantially expanded educa¬ 
tion benefits. It’s no surprise busi¬ 
nesses are stepping into that void. 

At a large military education con¬ 
ference last month in Florida, some 
educators criticized the lists and 
pushed for a sharpened definition of 
“military friendly” colleges, to be 
developed either by the federal gov¬ 
ernment or an education coalition 
called Servicemembers Opportunity 
Colleges. 

Meanwhile, Washington is pay¬ 
ing increasing attention to the 
broader problem of veterans getting 
reliable guidance. In recent weeks a 
slew of bills on the subject have sur¬ 
faced. 

The latest, unveiled Tuesday by 
Sen. Patty Murray, D-Wash., is call¬ 
ed the “G.I. Bill Consumer Aware¬ 
ness Act” and would push colleges 
and the Department of Veterans 
Affairs to disclose more information 
on questions like licensing and job 
placement rates, and to develop 
policies to prevent misleading mar¬ 
keting.

How to find financing when 
your business needs money 


QUESTION: As a small business 
owner I would like some advice 
on the best way to go about look¬ 
ing for financing. 

ANSWER: It’s no secret that small 
businesses can have a hard time 
acquiring financing. So before you 
approach lenders, make sure you 
ask yourself: How can I maximize 
my chances of getting credit ap¬ 
proval? 

Here are five simple things you 
can do to up the odds of obtaining 
a loan. 

1. Demonstrate that your busi¬ 
ness generates steady cash flow. 

Cash still is king and a key predic¬ 
tor of a business’ health and 
prospects for the future. By 
demonstrating you have ample 
and/or steady cash flow, you are 
ensuring to potential financers that 
you have plenty of money to pay 
creditors, employees and others on 
time. Make sure to be clear and 
show your financer what pre¬ 
dictable cash flow you have com¬ 
ing in. Demonstrate this by being 
ready to provide financial state¬ 
ments, tax returns and bank state¬ 
ments. These documents provide 
the financer with a historical per¬ 
spective of the performance and 
liquidity of the business. 

Anticipate questions about fluc¬ 
tuations in cash flow: If cash flow 
dipped because of the recession or 
the loss of a customer, provide an 
explanation in advance. 

2. Maintain a manageable debt 
load. Debt load is the amount of 
debt carried on your balance 
sheet. You need to be able to 
demonstrate you not only can han-

die your current debt load but also 
the additional debt repayment 
your proposed financing will 
cause. 

If you want to incur the debt for 
expanding your business, be pre¬ 
pared to demonstrate why the ad¬ 
ditional debt will be beneficial. For 
example, show how the added liq¬ 
uidity will be used, and forecast 
additional revenue derived from 
the infusion of cash. The use of 
proceeds from the loan is a critical 
point of information for the fi¬ 
nancer. 

3. Sustain a positive payment 
history. One of the most important 
factors for any financer to weigh is 


a business’ payment history. A fi¬ 
nancer needs to see that a business 
has a record of paying down debt, 
and on time. A financer may have 
obtained a third-party credit report 
on your business, such as a Dun & 
Bradstreet report. Ask to see the 
report to verify it is accurate. The 
report may not mention significant 
trade partners and other lenders 
who can provide good references, 
and confirm your good payment 
history. You can demonstrate this 
by providing these references. Be 
sure to include contact information 
for the person you deal with at 
your bank, trade supplier, etc. 

4. Prove business judgment. Po 

tential lenders want to be assured 
that you anticipate potential chal¬ 
lenges and have a plan in place as 
to how to address these challenges. 
Furthermore, lenders also are in¬ 
terested to see that you have the 
management in place necessary to 
overcome any obstacles that might 
come your way. If possible, have a 
business plan you can show fi¬ 
nancers. The business plan should 
contain a forecast with at least two 
scenarios: how you expect your 
business to perform if you don’t 
get approved for financing and 
how it will perform if you do. 

5. Shop around. Don’t assume 
your bank or the vendor will offer 
the best terms. Compare rates, 
lease terms, fees and options and 
use only established financing 
providers.

Rising 
consumer spending boosted stocks Friday, and Wall Street 
closed its best first quarter since 1998. For the quarter, the 
Dow posted an 8 percent gain and the S&P a 12 percent 
gain, the best for those indexes in 14 years. The gain was 19 
percent for the Nasdaq, its best since 1991. 

The Commerce Department said consumer spending 
rose in February at the fastest rate in seven months. Strong 
hiring over the past three months has added up to the best 
jobs growth in two years, putting more people back to 
work.

Three winners leave 
more than 100 million 
Mega Millions losers

RED BUD, BL - The 

Mega Millions winners — 
at least three of them - 
stayed out of sight. The los¬ 
ers, who could number 100 
million* had plenty Lo say 
Saturday about losing out 
on the world's largest-ever 
lottery jackpot and their 
dashed dreams of colossal 
wealth. 

Journalists descended 
on convenience stores in 
Illinois and Maryland and 
Kansas lottery officials 
proud I y p i oclai nied they 
sold winning tickets in the 
$640 million world record- 
breaking Mega Millions 
jackpot The winners will 
earn $213 million before 
taxes. Three other ticket 
holders became million¬ 
aires. 

But on the street, online 
and outside stores where 
the winners had purchased 
tickets, Americans grum¬ 
bled about hopes that were 
raised, and then vanished. 
And they mused about 
what they would have 
done with the money 

“What do 1 do with this 
useless lottery ticket now?" 
Laurel Ashton Brooks of 
Greensboro, N.C., asked. 

As the jackpot grew by 
the hour Thursday and 
Friday, Americans snap¬ 
ped up tickets while 
dreaming of quitting jobs, 
paying off debts, building 
hospitals, buying islands. 
Saturday, they took to 
Twitter and Facebook to 
bemoan their lost, razor-

thin chance at millions. 

“I knew that when I 
bought the ticket, that 1 
wouldn't win. But 1 did it 
anyhow," said Sean Flaher¬ 
ty, a video game tester in 
New York, “The whole no¬ 
tion of 'what if still has 
some currency with me." 

All told, Americans 
spent nearly $1.5 billion 
for a chance to hit the jack¬ 
pot, which amounts to a 
$462 million lump sum 
and around $347 million 
after federal tax withhold¬ 
ing. With the jackpot odds 
at 1 in 176 million, it would 
cost $ 176 million to buy up 
every combination.

Old photos may be 
deceptive in Trayvon 
Martin shooting case

WEST PALM 

BEACH, Fla. — When he 
was shot, Trayvon Martin 
was not the baby-faced boy 
in the photo that has been 
on [iron l pages across the 
country. And George Zim¬ 
merman wasn’t the beefy - 
looking figure in the wide¬ 
ly published mugshol 

Both photos are a few 
years old and no longer en¬ 
tirely accurate. Yet they 
may have helped shape 
initial public perceptions of 
the deadly shooting. 

“When you have such a 
lopsided visual compari¬ 
son, it just stands to reason 
that people would rush to 
judgment/ 3 said Kenny 
Irby, who teaches visual 
journalism at the Poynter 
Institute, a journalism 
think tank in St, Peters¬ 
burg, Fla. 

The most widely seen 
picture of Martin, released 
by his family, was evident 
ly taken a few years ago 
and shows a smiling, 
roun d - ch eeked youngster 
in a red T-shirt. But at his 
death, Martin was 17 years 
old, around G feet tall and, 
according to his Family’s at¬ 
torney, about 140 pounds, 

Zimmerman, 28, is best 
known from a 7-year-old 
booking photo of an appar¬ 
ently heavy set figure with 
an imposing stare, pierced 
ear and facial hair, the or¬ 
ange collar of his jail uni¬ 
form visible. The picture, 
released by police follow¬ 
ing the deadly shooting, 
was taken after Zimmer 
man’s 2005 arrest on an as 
sault-on-an-officer charge 
that was eventually drop¬ 
ped. 

In a police video made 
public mis week of Zim¬ 
merman being brought in 
for questioning a half-hour 
after the shooting, the 5- 
foot-9 man appears much 
slimmer. 

In a case that has caused 
a nationwide furor over 
race and the laws of self- 
defense, Marlin was shot to 
death by Zimmerman in 
the city of Sanford on Feb- 
26 as the unarmed black 
teenager was walking back 
from a convenience store. 

Zimmerman, a neigh¬ 
borhood watch volunteer 
whose father is white and 
whose mother is Hispanic, 
has claimed self-defense, 
saying he opened fire after 
Martin punched him in the 
face, knocked him to the 
ground and began slam¬ 
ming his head on the side¬ 
walk. 

Black leaders and others 
are demanding Zimmer¬ 
man’s arrest on murder or 
manslaughter charges, but 
state and federal author! 
ties still are investigating.

Bloomington who has 
studied the effect of news 
images on public opinion. 


said photos that gain the 
most traction play Into the 
desires of both journalists 
and the public for a story 
with a distinct victim and 
aggressor, 

“At the center of most 
stories wc tell in our socie¬ 
ty, cross'cultu rally and 
across the centimes, is the 
struggle between good and 
evil,” she said, “If the in 
gradients are there, that is 
what journalists will grab 
onto and present” 

Grabe said it is natural 
to present the most inno¬ 
cent-looking image of the 
person believed to be the 
victim, and the most men¬ 
acing one of the suspect. 

A more complex por¬ 
trait of the two figures has 
emerged since then. A 
photo of a beaming Zim¬ 
merman looking sharp in a 
j ticket and tie has come 
out, along with a more re¬ 
cent picture of Martin, with 
gold teclh and a white 
sleeveless undershirt. At 
the same time, it was 
learned Martin had been 
suspended from school For 
marijuana residue in his 
backpack. 

The Associated Press 
has not been able to verif y 
the sources or creators of 
what are purported to be 
more recent photographs 
of Martin circulating on¬ 
line and elsewhere. The 
family’s attorney has not 
released the photos, 

“Everyone’s views seem 
to be gyrating back and 
forth with each new scrap 
of evidence that comes 
out,” said David O. Mark¬ 
us, a prominent Miami de¬ 
fense attorney. “This is 
why we have courts and ju¬ 
ries, and why the process is 
slow* No one should rush 
to judgment ” 

Gordon Coonfleld, a 
communications professor 
at Villanova University in 
Pennsylvania, said the ear¬ 
ly perceptions of Zimmer¬ 
man as a vigilante may ul¬ 
timately have no bearing 
on the case. 

He cited the case of 
Rodney King, the black 
motor is l beaten l wo dec 
ades ago by white Los 
Angeles police officers in 
an episode captured on 
video. The officers were 
acquitted in state court, 
though two were later 
found guilty on federal 
charges. 

“I think the nation felt 
quite certain it saw the 
truth of what happened to 
Rodney King, and the DA 
tried the case as if the im¬ 
ages spoke for the ni¬ 
sei ves,” Coon fie Id said, 
“Yet the state criminal 
court decided the images 
were not self-evidently 
true. The defense won by 
offering a mure convincing 
explanation of the images, 
focusing on what could not 
be seen officers’ motives, 
reasoning, and judgment.”

Martin was shot to 
death by 28-year-old 
George Zimmerman on 
Feb, 26 as he walked 
from back from a con¬ 
venience store to his fa¬ 
ther’s fiancee’s home in a 
gated community out¬ 
side Orlando.

"In support of his argu¬ 
ment, he noted that South 
Central did not serve the 
October 10 notice and mo 
tion on Mr, Frentz,” the re¬ 
ply states. “Mr. Miller’s po 
sition was surprising, to say 
the least Indeed, the rea¬ 
son South Central never 
noticed Mr. Frentz on the 
certificate of service was 
because Mr Frentz did not 
notify South Central of his 
entry of appearance as 
counsel lor Fine Valley.” 

Pine Valley was given 
an extension to Nov. 7 to 
respond to the motion, but 
no response was listed in 
court documents. 

“Pine Valley’s request 
for an opportunity to re¬ 
spond to South Central’s 
motion, coupled with its 
failure to respond, speaks 
for itself,* the reply by 
South Central Bank states.

and unaware the teen had 
taken the medicine. 

"This was gathered 
from somebody who really 
needed it" Cleary said. 

The freshman was ar¬ 
rested and charged with 
seven counts of first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, a Class C fel¬ 
ony, She is lodged at Lin¬ 
coln Village Youth Devel¬ 
opment Center, Cleary 
said. 

Police are investigating 
two more students on traf¬ 
ficking-related charges, he 
said. Police believe the 
teen distributed pills to stu¬ 
dents, who in turn handed 
them out to others. 

Though money did not 
change hands, students siill 
can be charged with traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, Cleary said. 

“Trafficking is any time 
you give or sell^ he said. 

Kentucky law defines 
“traffic” as "to manufac¬ 
ture, distribute* dispense* 
sell, transfer or possess 
with intent to manufacture* 
distribute, dispense or sell 
a controlled substance.” 

Gary French, superin¬ 
tendent of Elizabethtown 
Independent Schools, said 
10 EHS students were in¬ 
volved "in some form or 
fashion.* 

The students will be 
placed at Valley View 
Education Center, the dis¬ 
trict's alternative education 
program, French said. 
Some will be expelled with 
services while others will 
be suspended with servic¬ 
es, 

"Well follow policy like 



we do with all students,” 
French said. "We're not ex 
elusive in this. It can hap¬ 
pen anywhere,” 

Prescription pill distri¬ 
bution in schools is a prob¬ 
lem* French said, and he is 
proud of the students who 
spoke up as well as the 
teachers and police who 
promptly responded to the 
situation. 

"It takes students to stop 
this in our schools,” the su¬ 
perintendent said 

Bobby Lewis, associate 
superintendent for student 
services at Hardin County 
Schools, said the district 
has found students in pos¬ 
session of pills and some 
distributing on school 
property. 

"You could probably 
call every school in the 
state and they will have 
seen it,’ 1 he said. 

Lewis said the district's 
regular drug and alcohol 
policy is applied to those 
students. They are sus¬ 
pended for five days with 
drug counseling or 10 days 
total. However, a student 


found dispensing pills 
could face expulsion, he 
said. 

When a student is found 
trafficking pills on school 
grounds, that student usu¬ 
ally is handing them out 
rather than selling, Cleary 
said. 

“Ironically, that’s what’s 
going on,” he said. 

Unfortunately, he said, 
students eventually be¬ 
come addicted, which is 
when they start purchasing 
piUs. 

In these cases, police 
can charge for trafficking 
within 1,000 feet of a 
school, but EPD opted to 
charge the EHS student 
who brought the pills to 
school with first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

"We opted for die high 
er felony,” Cleary said. 

If the student was 
charged in adult court, the 
difference would be a five 
to 10-year penalty upon 
conviction.

Anthony Davis and top-seed¬ 
ed Kentucky are right where 
they planned to be all along, 
playing for the national title after 
finally putting away pesky 
Louisville, 69-61 in the Final 
Four on Saturday night. 

“I have a team that’s had 
teams come at them all year,” 
coach John Calipari said, “and 
they responded again today.” 

It will be Kentucky’s first ap¬ 
pearance in the title game since 
winning a seventh NCAA crown 
back in 1998 and gives Calipari 
another shot at the title that has 
eluded him. The Wildcats (37-2) 
will face Kansas on Monday 
night. 

As the final seconds ticked 
down, Davis pointed to the court 
and screamed twice “This is my 
stage!” 

Yes, yes, it is. 

With a star-studded roster that 
includes at least three, maybe as 
many as five NBA lottery picks, 
Kentucky was the top seed in the 
tournament and the heavy fa¬ 
vorite to cut down the nets when 
the whole tournament was done. 
And Calipari wouldn’t let his 
young players consider anything 
else, saying repeatedly this was 
“just another game.” 

But playing in-state rival 
Louisville (30-10) is never just 
that, and the Cardinals made 
Kentucky work deep into the 
second half to grind this victory 
out. 

Louisville outrebounded 
Kentucky, 40-33, including a 
whopping 19-6 advantage on the 
offensive glass - the sole reason 
the Cardinals were able to make 
a game of this. 

“To tell you the truth, I 
haven’t always liked some of the 
Kentucky teams. I’m not going 
to lie to you,” said Louisville

over Ohio State in the Final Four

total of 3 minutes, 48 seconds. 

After scoring the first bucket, 
Kansas didn’t lead again until 
Travis Releford made two free 
throws with 2:48 left. That lasted 
for 11 seconds, but the Jayhawks 
(32-6), who trailed by as many as 
13, overcame another deficit and 
finally held on against the 
Buckeyes (31-8). 

Taylor’s two free throws with 


8.3 seconds left gave Kansas a 
64-61 lead, matching its biggest 
of the game. The Jayhawks in¬ 
tentionally fouled Aaron Craft 
with 2.9 seconds left. Craft made 
the first, then quickly clanked the 
second one of the front of the 
rim but was called for a lane vio¬ 
lation. 

Kansas dribbled out the clock 
and celebrated a win that played 
out sort of the way the whole sea¬ 
son has in Lawrence. 

Early in the year, coach Bill 


Self wondered if this team was 
even tournament material. The 
Jayhawks trailed most of the 
night against Purdue in the re¬ 
gional semifinals and were no 
better than North Carolina for 
most of the next game. 

One win. Then another. This 
latest one came on the biggest 
stage - in the Superdome. Next, 
a meeting Monday with 
Kentucky and a chance to bring 
the second title in five years back 
to Allen Fieldhouse.

Kentucky’s defense comes up big against Louisville

NEW ORLEANS - The 

highlight packages will be full of 
Anthony Davis’ one-handed jam 
off an alley-oop pass and a cou¬ 
ple of his hook shots — including 
one with his non-shooting hand 
— but what got Kentucky to its 
11th national championship 
game was defense. 

A lot of defense. 

The Wildcats didn’t break the 
80-point mark as they did in 
their first four NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment games - the first team to 
do that since Kentucky won its 
last title in 1998 - but they 
stopped Louisville whenever 
they had to in their 69-61 victory 
Saturday night. 

Kentucky (37-2) held the 
Cardinals to 34.8 percent shoot¬ 
ing (24-for-69), well below their 
season mark of 42.5, but even 
more importantly, it was below 
the 37.5 percent the Wildcats al¬ 
lowed all season - a mark that 
led the nation. 

And it was Davis, the 6-foot- 
10 freshman who was named the 
national Player of the Year, lead¬ 
ing the way with five of 
Kentucky’s seven blocked shots 
while altering several others as 
he did all season in being named 
the Southeastern Conference 
Defensive Player of the Year. 

The defense was at its best late 
after Louisville (30-10) had whit¬ 
tled a 13-point deficit to 53-51 
with 7:34 to play. The Cardinals 
missed their next nine shots as 
Kentucky opened the lead to 60- 
51 with 4:29 to go. 

“We had teams come at us all 
year like that,” Kentucky coach 
John Calipari said. “They re¬ 
sponded each time the way they 
did today.” 

Despite being outrebounded 
40-33, including 19-6 on the of¬ 
fensive end, Kentucky played 
the defense that had it at No. 1 
for 10 weeks this season and 
earned the Wildcats the overall 
No. 1 seed in the tournament. 


And it was Davis leading the 
way - and he earned the highest 
praise a center can receive. 

“When you’re playing against 
Bill Russell at the pro level, you 
realize why the Celtics won 11 
world championships,” Louis¬ 
ville coach Rick Pitino said in 
comparing Davis to the Boston 
Celtics great who is considered 
the best defensive big man of all 
time. “When you see this young 
man at the collegiate level, you 
realize why they’re so good. Not 
that their other players aren’t, 
but he’s so much of a factor.” 

Calipari made it sound like 
just another game from his phe- 
nom, who is expected to be the 
overall No. 1 pick in the NBA 
draft if he decides to leave after 
his freshman season. 


“He did what he’s done all 
year,” Calipari said. “He blocked 
four, five shots. The greatest 
thing, though, is that his team¬ 
mates make him better and he 
makes his teammates better. 
That’s how he’s been.” 

Davis came into the Final 
Four with a school-record 175 
blocks, a number that already 
has him fifth on Kentucky’s ca¬ 
reer list. 

It took the Cardinals and 
Gorgui Dieng, their young cen¬ 
ter, a while to adjust to what 
Davis was doing on the defen¬ 
sive end. 

“Anthony Davis is very im¬ 
pressive because he alters. His 
length is incredible,” Pitino said. 
“Not till the end did Gorgui 
block him out. That’s what 


you’ve got to do with him, 
you’ve got to block him out to 
keep him away from the basket.” 

Davis’ aggressive way inside 
was what allowed Louisville to 
get offensive rebounds, but the 
Cardinals weren’t able to con¬ 
vert into more than 13 second- 
chance points. 

“You can get second-chance 
opportunities against shot block¬ 


ers because when he goes, he’s 
going to leave his man,” Pitino 
said. “But then you have to ei¬ 
ther throw it out and get an easy 
shot or you have to finish. We 
didn’t finish inside. We kept 
missing inside. Sometimes when 
you go against a shot-blocker, 
there’s a lot of offensive opportu¬ 
nities to rebound.”

coach Rick Pitino, who counts as 
something of an expert after 
spending eight years in 
Lexington and the last 11 with 
the Cardinals. “But I really like 
this team a lot because of their at¬ 
titude and the way they play. 

“I’ll certainly be rooting for 
them hard to bring the trophy 
back to Kentucky. ... They’re a 
great group of guys, doing a 
tremendous job.” 

So tremendous it led to a 
thawing, however briefly, in the 
frosty relationship between 
Calipari and Pitino. When the 
two shook hands after the game, 
Pitino congratulated Calipari 
and told him he’d be rooting for 
the Wildcats on Monday night. 

“I think that’s neat,” Calipari 
said. “When I was at UMass, I 
can remember hugging him and 
telling him, T’m happy for you 
and I really want you to win the 
national title.’ He did the same to 
me tonight, so I think it’s kind of 
neat.” 

Calipari had taken another 
phenom-laden roster to the Final 
Four last year, only to see them 
come unglued against eventual 
national champion Connecticut. 
The Wildcats said all week they 
weren’t going to let the same 
thing happen this time, and it 
showed in their workmanlike ef¬ 
fort. No matter how close 
Louisville got, the Cardinals 
were never able to control the 
game. When they made a run, 
Kentucky found a way to stop it. 
When one of the Wildcats ran 
into foul trouble, the others 
picked him up. 

Kentucky played so hard 
Davis went flying off the court 
twice, sailing all the way onto 
media row once. 

“They made runs, and we 
made our runs. That’s what 
Coach always says,” said 
Terrence Jones, who finished 
with six points and seven re¬ 
bounds. “We never get rattled.” 

Bigger, bulkier and with 
Davis having a wider wingspan 
than some small airplanes, the 
Wildcats looked like playground 
bullies as they pushed Louisville 
around on their way to a 13- 
point lead early in the second 
half. But the Cardinals know a 


thing about rallies after coming 
from 11 points down to beat 
Florida in last weekend’s West 
Regional final, and they sure 
made Kentucky sweat. 

Russ Smith made back-to- 
back buckets to start a 15-3 run, 
and Peyton Siva capped it with a 
3-pointer from NBA range that 
tied the game at 49 with 9:11 to 
play. But Michael Kidd-Gilchrist, 
who played just 23 minutes be¬ 
cause of foul trouble, made back- 
to-back buckets to give the 
Wildcats some breathing room. 

After Siva made a pair of free 
throws, Jones scored on a jumper 
and Darius Miller drilled a 3 — 
only Kentucky’s second of the 
game — to give the Wildcats con¬ 
trol for good. 

“They were the better team 
today,” Siva said. 

Just to make sure Louisville 
didn’t get any wild notions about 
another late comeback, Kidd- 
Gilchrist threw down a mon¬ 
strous dunk with 1:05 to play 
that had Kentucky fans on their 
feet and assistant coaches from 
Kansas scrambling to try and 
find a way to stop this jugger¬ 
naut. 

Kentucky shot a dazzling 57 
percent - yes, that’s right - with 
Davis leading the way. He 
missed just one of his eight shots 
and finished with 18 points and 
14 rebounds, and let his play 
speak for itself, not showing any 
emotion until those closing sec¬ 
onds of the game. 

“Anthony Davis is just the No. 
1 player in the draft,” Pitino said 
of the 19-year-old freshman, who 
has won just about every Player 
of the Year award there is. 
“When you’re playing against 
Bill Russell on the pro level, you 
realize why the Celtics won 11 
world championships.” 

Miller added 13 points, and 
Doron Lamb had 10. Kidd- 
Gilchrist had nine, all in the sec¬ 
ond half. 

Siva led the Cardinals with 11 
points, and Gorgui Dieng had 12 


rebounds. 

“I told the guys, ‘Look, I’m 
going to Miami tomorrow and 
celebrating a season where we 
worked around the clock, 
around injuries and everything 
else. If you guys don’t celebrate 
and have good, clean fun, you’re 
fools,”’ Pitino said. 

The Kentucky-Louisville ri¬ 
valry causes tempers to flare 
even in December when, in the 
grand scheme of things, games 
really don’t mean much. Heck, it 
took government intervention 
just to get the two schools to play 
on a regular basis back in the 
1980s. 

With the NCAA title game on 
the line, the latest skirmish in 
basketball’s version of the civil 
war so divided the small hoop- 
crazed state that senior citizens 
actually came to fisticuffs. But 
boy, did it make for a great show. 
The game was such a big deal 
that No. 1 Kentucky fan Ashley 
Judd wasn’t even the biggest 
celeb in the house, with Jay-Z 
taking a prime seat behind the 
Kentucky bench. 

“It’s our fans; our fans are 
great to us,” Davis said. “Our 
fans travel a long way. We want 
to go out here and give them a 
show and give them what they 
want, which is a national cham¬ 
pionship.” 

The ultimate bragging rights 
sure are a nice way to start. 

Kentucky is 19-11 since the 
teams resumed playing in 1983- 
84, with the Wildcats winning 
four straight, including a 69-62 
victory at Rupp Arena on Dec. 
31 - almost the exact score as 
Saturday night’s win. 

The Wildcats know they’re 
talented — there are three, maybe 
as many as five NBA lottery 
picks on the Kentucky roster — 
but they play without ego or 
cockiness, choosing instead to let 
their superior play overwhelm 
their opponents. 

The Cardinals had skidded 
into the Big East Tournament 


with four losses in their last six 
games, including back-to-back 
defeats to end the regular season. 
Pitino told his players they could 
either go home after the first 
week of the tournament or they 
could do something special - 
their choice. 

The Cardinals chose the lat¬ 
ter, ripping off four wins in four 
days to win the Big East Tourna¬ 
ment and ousting No. 1 seed 
Michigan State in the West 
Regional semifinals. Then came 
that comeback against rough- 
and-tumble Florida. 

Those games hardened the 
Cardinals, and they promised 
they weren’t simply happy to 
reach the Final Four. But they 
sure looked it early on, getting 
off to a slow, sloppy start. It did¬ 
n’t help that Dieng looked petri¬ 
fied of Davis and Siva was play¬ 
ing at hyperspeed, a pace Pitino 


has been trying to get him to 
tone down all year. 

When they tried to go inside, 
Davis was less forgiving than a 
bouncer at a Hollywood club. 
When the Cardinals went out¬ 
side, the Wildcats swarmed and 
forced them to take off-balance 
shots. Meanwhile, on the other 
end, Kentucky scored at will, re¬ 
peatedly picking on Siva and 
Dieng. 

But there’s a reason Pitino has 
taken three teams to the Final 
Four. He pulled out every trick 
he had, switching strategies, beg¬ 
ging the refs for calls and finding 
a way - finally - to calm his 
team down. 

“Any time you don’t know 
whether a team is better offen¬ 
sively or defensively, you know 
you’ve got a great basketball 
team,” Pitino said. “And 
Anthony Davis is incredible.”

Ex-Illini coach Weber hired to replace Martin at Kansas State

Bruce Weber knows that 
Kansas State fans may not accept 
him right away. That much be¬ 
came clear when a small rally for 
another coaching candidate 
turned into a protest of his hiring. 

The former Illinois coach 
doesn’t have a problem with that, 
though. 

Weber is up for any challenge 
that’s presented to him. 

The former Illinois coach was 
hired by Kansas State on 
Saturday to replace Frank Martin, 
whose departure for South 
Carolina earlier in the week sent 
shockwaves through the pro¬ 
gram. The school moved quickly 
on the hiring, reaching out to 
Weber in the last few days and fi¬ 


nalizing a deal late Friday. 

Weber agreed to a five-year, 
$8.5 million contract that will pay 
him $1.5 million next season and 
an additional $100,000 each re¬ 
maining year. There are also sev¬ 
eral benefits. 

“It’s been a whirlwind, to be 
honest. Just a few hours ago I was 
in New Orleans thinking I was 
going to have gumbo,” said 
Weber, who was attending the 
Final Four before hopping on a 
plane with Kansas State athletic 
director John Currie and heading 
to Kansas on Saturday. 

“We wanted a coach who rec¬ 
ognized the tremendous opportu¬ 
nity that exists here at Kansas 
State,” Currie said. “Bruce 
Weber’s name repeatedly rose to 
the top of the list, whose personal 
values and integrity matched 


those of K-State.” 

Weber was greeted at 
Bramlage Coliseum by a small 
group of fans who had been plan¬ 
ning to support another candi¬ 
date, and who were displeased 
with the hiring of a coach recent¬ 
ly fired by Illinois. 

Weber was let go after compil¬ 
ing 210-101 record over nine sea¬ 
sons, which included six trips to 
the NCAA Tournament and a na¬ 
tional runner-up finish in 2005. 
The Mini went 17-15 and 6-12 in 
the Big Ten this season, prompt¬ 
ing the administration to let 
Weber go with three years left on 
his contract. 

“I’ll be honest: We had a 
young team, six freshmen, one re¬ 
turning starter,” Weber said. “The 
disappointment of a lot of close 
losses took a toll. It happens.” 


Weber takes over for Martin, 
who returned a once-proud pro¬ 
gram to national prominence af¬ 
ter Bob Huggins’ departure for 
West Virginia five years ago. 
Weber will be the fourth coach to 
lead Kansas State in the past eight 
seasons - and the third to cause 
some consternation among fans. 

Huggins was hired still carry¬ 
ing baggage from his messy di¬ 
vorce with Cincinnati, while 
Martin was a nondescript assis¬ 
tant who had never been a col¬ 
lege head coach. 

Weber certainly has experi¬ 
ence running a program. It’s just 
that not all of it has been good. 

He was considered one of the 
rising stars of the profession after 
taking Southern Illinois to a pair 
of NCAA Tournament appear¬ 
ances, one of which ended in the 


regional semifinals. He then took 
over a program at Illinois that had 
been built into a perennial con¬ 
tender under Bill Self — now the 
coach at Kansas, just down the 
Interstate from Manhattan, Kan., 
and the Wildcats’ biggest rival. 

The Jayhawks played Ohio 
State in the Final Four on 
Saturday, just hours after officials 
at Kansas State were to announce 
Weber’s hiring. 

Weber had immediate success 
at Illinois with players largely re¬ 
cruited by Self, returning to the 
NCAA Tournament his first four 
seasons. That included a 37-2 
record during the 2004-05 sea¬ 
son, which ended with a 75-70 
loss to North Carolina in the na¬ 
tional championship game.

She finished second again Saturday. 

Sharapova lost serve in the final game of each set 
and fell short in the latest bid for her first Sony 
Ericsson Open title, losing to Agnieszka Radwanska 
7-5, 6-4. 

Sharapova, a three-time Grand Slam champion, 
is wm!es$ in four Key Biscayne finals. She was also 
the runner-up in 2005, 2006 and last year. 

The pattern extends beyond South Florida, 
Ranked No. 2, she was runner-up at both the 
Australian Open and Indian Wells to Victoria 
Azarenka, which makes her 0-fbr 3 this year in finals. 

"It’s always tough, because you do a really good 
job to get there,” Sharapova said. “It’s obviously al¬ 
ways the toughest round." 

She hasn’t won a tournament since August 

Radwanska, ranked a career-best fourth, earned 
her ninth career title and fourth since last summer. 
She’s 0 4 in 2012 against die top ranked Azarenka 
and 26-0 against everyone else. 

The match was 72 minutes old before Radwanska 
hit her first baseline winner. She was content lo play 
the role of counterpimcher and extend rallies until 
the more aggressive, harder-hitting Sharapova 
would make a mistake. 

There was a 28-stroke rally in the first game, but 
many of die points were quick, with Sharapova of¬ 
ten too eager to end them. She finished with 45 un¬ 
forced errors, most due to an unreliable backhand. 

The relentless Radwanska committed only 10 un¬ 
forced errors while chasing down almost eveiything, 
sometimes scooping balls al shoe-lop level to keep a 
point going. 

“She hit a lot of good balls on the run, and they 
were deep," Sharapova said. “She didn't just bring 
them back; she had something on them. Then the 
few errors on important points that I made, I 
thought maybe I shouldn’t have gone For the line so 
much, and aimed a little bit closer to the middle.” 

The 5-foot-8 Radwanska used pinpoint place¬ 
ment of her serves to compensate for their modest 
pace, and erased all three break points she faced. 

“Today was a very tight match,” she said. “I think 
I was just better for couple of points each set.”

SANFORD, Fla. - 

The special prosecutor 
leading the investigation 
into the shooting death of 
an unarmed black teen by 
a neighborhood watch vol¬ 
unteer is known for her 
tough tactics aimed at lock¬ 
ing up criminals for long 
sentences and making it 
difficult to negotiate light 
plea bargains. 

Furthermore, 57-year- 
old Angela Corey has han¬ 
dled hundreds of homicide 
cases involving the justifi¬ 
able use of deadly force - 
experience that could 
prove invaluable. It will be

Correctable stains 


Dear Heloise: Can you 
please help me? My son 
was in school and some¬ 
one shook a bottle of 
typewriter correction fluid 
and got stains all over his 
brand-new shirt, and he is 
very upset. Is there any¬ 
thing that can help re¬ 
move this type of stain? 
Thank you so much. — 
Keisha, via email 

■ Oh no. Try rubbing 
a citrus-based, grease-cut¬ 
ting spray cleaner on the 
stains. This type of clean¬ 
er contains petroleum dis¬ 
tillates, so work in a well- 
ventilated area. This 
hopefully will emulsify, or 
break apart, the spotting. 
Then launder as usual. 

You also can take it to 
a dry cleaner and tell 
them what the stain is. It 
should be treated as 
would an oil-based paint 
stain. Good luck. 

P.S.: If the stains don’t 
come out, use the shirt as 
an “artist’s smock.”
